Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 line 8 includes the limitation " primary receiver unit being fused" without 
describing the primary receiver unit is fused to the secondary containment unit as later described 
in lines 13 and 14 as a "line of fusion" between the units. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the line of fusion " in line 9. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Appropriate correction is suggested. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Miskie (US 
6,679,867 B2). 

Miskie teaches a male urinary system comprising: 

a penis/urinary collection interface unit (10), said penis/urinary collection interface unit 
(10) comprising a primary receiver unit (24, 12) for accommodating a male penis during 
urination, configured for juxtaposition to and temporary seating against the adjacent pubic area 
and comprised of substantially rigid material (col. 2, lines 50 and 51), and a secondary 
containment unit (25, 12) in which said primary receiver unit (24, 12) is at least partially nested 
with proximal margins (14) of said secondary containment unit (25, 12) and primary receiver 
(24, 12) unit being fused to prevent fluid ingress or egress past the line of fusion (26), said 
primary receiver unit (24, 12) being positioned relative to said secondary containment unit (25, 
12) whereby a gap (26) is formed between the outer surface of said primary receiver unit (24, 12) 
and the inner surface of said secondary receiver unit (25, 12), said gap (26) extending at least 
from the distal end (24 A) of said primary receiver unit (24, 12) and the said line of fusion (26) 
between said secondary containment unit (25, 12) and said primary receiver unit (24, 12), said 
primary receiver unit (24, 12) opening at its distal end (24 A) into said secondary containment 
unit (25, 12) near the distal end (15) of said secondary containment unit (25, 12); 

conduit means (16) attached to said distal end (15) of said secondary containment unit 
(25, 12) for collecting urine flowing from said distal end (24A) of said primary receiving unit 
(24, 12); 

urine receptacle means (18) for receiving urine which flows through and from said 
conduit (16) (see figs. 2 and 3, below). 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection;
